Summary of Helos from the Far Exst. 


From Japan but little further news of a definite character is 
brought by this mail; there having apparently been a lull since 
the re-occupation of Kumamoto, An expedition of 7,000 men 
was made to Kagoshima ; they landed without opposition. It 
was reported that Itagaki, a former Minister, was about to raise 
the “Sumari” in Tosa, and march with them to Kioto, and 
there demand a representative assembly. It was rumoured that 
a compromise had been arrived at with the rebels on the basis 
of the retirement of all the present Ministers ; but there was 
not much importance attached to this statement. 


The opening of the new Treaty ports in China does not seem 
to be producing commercial reaults of importance, and but little 
anxiety seems to be felt to follow up with any alacrity such ad- 
vantages as they may offer. This ia to be accounted for in part by 
the disappointment which has ensued upon the opening of branch 
houses at the new ports in 1860, and probably also in part by 
the fact that no confidence can be felt until the Convention has 
been ratified. Messrs. Jardine Matheson and Co., have, however, 
started business at Wenchow. The Kiukiang native tea mer- 
chants have presented a petition against the opening of Hukow, 
which, they say, will greatly interfere with their trade. They 
set forth that the proposed new port is only 50 li from Kukiang, 
and that if it be opened it will undoubtedly draw all the business 
from that place. The opium merchants have presented asimilar 
petition. It is however shrewdly observed on this subject that the 
anxiety displayed at Kiukiang to prevent steamers calling at 
Hukow seems to tell rather in favour of the design. The anxiety 
to aseert the unsuitability of Hukow is quite superfluous ; that 
is a question which will very soon decide itself. If, on the other 
hand, it proves a convenient place of call—as it seems the Kiuki- 
ang people think it will do—the argument that steamers should 
be debarred from going there, because it will affect the local trade 
of Kiukiang, is not tenable. Letters from the Bishop of Tsi-nan- 
foo, and other Roman Missionaries, regarding the famine in 
Shangtung, have been published, which amply confirm the des- 
criptions already given from other sources of the sufferings of 
the people. It will be a satisfaction to those who have con- 
tributed so liberally, to learn how timely has been the relief 
afforded. An interesting account is published of the proceedings 
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at the Imperial Torpedo college at Tientsin. Li-Hung-Chang 
has assisted the Japanese with ammunition t2 put down the re 
bellion. 

From Hong Kong there is little of special importance. Some 
further comments are made concerning the official landing of 
Mr. Pope Hennessy, which appears to have been sadly mis- 
managed. The Hoppo of Canton paid a visit to H.E. the Go- 
vernor, but it was of a strictly private character. He brought 
from 200 to 300 men in his suite. 

The principal item of news from the Straits Settlements is the 
account of a great fire at Singapore on the 3rd of May, which 
resulted in the utter destruction of the premises occupied by 
Messrs. Jaimie and Co, and Mr. Emmerson. The fire at Tan- 
jong Pagar had been completely extinguished. The long-con- 
tinued drought had been mitigated by a fall of rain, and the 
prevalence of cholera was rapicly decreasing. A Chinese riot, 
which was suppressed before it had attained serious proportions, 
has occurred at Chungkat, Province Wellesley. There had been 
a cessation of military operations in Atchin. The chief of 
Madjapahit, an Atchinese State on the east coast, has signified 
his submission to Dutch rule. The remains of General Bixio, 
who died of cholera in Atchin, have been shipped at Ratavia with 
much ceremony. The dispute between the Siamese and Chinese 
at Tongkah is still unsettled. The official notification of the 
opening of Sulu to trade appears in the Straits Settlements 
Government Gazette,

YOKOHAMA, 

The present P. and O, mail biings advices from this port to the 
25th April, and we have advices via San Francisco fifteen days 
later, viz., tothe 10th May. The French mail from London, 
March 9, arrived out on the 27th April, and the following P. and 
O. mail of March 16 was received on the 30th April. 


The news from the seat of war as received up to the date of 
the mail’s departure, indicated that since the re-occupation of 
Kumamoto by the Government troops there has been a lull in 
the course of events, and the only news of importance from the 
seat of war which has transpired is the despatch of an exnedi- 
tion of 7,000 men to the town of Kagoshima. No opposition 
was made to the landing of this force, but since then some fight- 
ing has taken place there, although the results of it are un- 
known. Although this constitutes the entire news of the insur- 
rection itself, an event is reported in the native papers which 
‘Will have a great effect upon its success. Tt is said that Itagaki, 
a former Minister, who bas great reputation in his native pro- 
vince—Tosa,—is about to raise the samura/, and march with 
them to Kioto, to Petition the Government for a Representative 
Assembly. Should this news be true, and it has not yet been 
contradicted, it would be a crushing blow for the present Admi- 
nistration, as it would be impossible for the Government troops 
tomake head ayainst these fresh assailants, Meantime rumours 
of dissensions are current both amongst the Miuisters and the 





rebels. 

‘The P.M.S.S. Company’s steamer City of Peking, after leaving 
for Hong Kong on the 24th April, ran ashore on Bubicon Point, 
a short distance this side of Kanonsaki. The first news was 
Drought by the chief officer of the ship, who was sent up for 
assistance. On the receipt of the intelligence Mr. Foster, the 
agent of the company, immediately proceeded to make the neces- 
sary arrangements, and at two o'clock the P. and O. 8.u, Massilix 
left with four lighters and 200 coolies for the scene of the disas- 
ter. She was accompanied by the tugs belonging to the P.M.S., 
M.M., and P. and O. Companies, and also took down a 

antity of hawsers, &c., with a view of attempting to tow 
the ship off, and these efforts were so successful that ere 
high water 800 tona of cargo and 440 tons of water from her 
forward boilers and water tanks had been discharged. Mean- 
while av anchor had been laid out astern, and as high water ap- 
proached, the hawser was hove taut. Steam was up, and 
everything ready to turn astern, when on Captain Tanner, who 
had been engaged forward, proceeding aft to ace that all was 
clear, he found that the hawser was alrealy slack, the strain on 
it as the tide rose having been sufficient to start the vessel from 
her bed. ‘The engines were immediately turned astern, with a 
view of helping in case the vessel should again stick, but 
owing to the very steep shelving of the bank on which 
the Pking lay, she gathered way faster than was ex- 
pasted An attempt was made to haul in the bawser, 

ut this was impossible, and it was at last cut to save 
fouling the screw. Meanwhile the U.S.S. Alert and the P. and 
0. ss. Mussilia were laying some four or five lengths astero, 
with hawsers ready, waiting to attempt to tow the Peking off. 
Owiug to the atern way the latter vessel had on her, and the 
impossibility of checking her, she unfortunately ran, stern fore- 











most, into the port forward sponson of the Massilia, smasbin, 
eight of her guard stanchions, the lamp room and closets and 
also breaking seme of the iron stays between decks. This 
damage however will be easily repaired. On examination being 
made it was found that the City of Peking had not sustained the 
slightest damage, and was not making an inch of water. As 
soon as daylight appeared she therefore steamed into smooth 
water, where the work of reshipping her cargo was immediately 
commenced, 

The scheme for the formation of the Yokohama Race Club bas 
been published. It proposes amalgamation with the Racing 
Association and that ita object shall be to provide for the proper 
governance of the Race Course and for the management of racing 
generally. All members of the foreign community of Yokohama 
are eligible to membership of the Jockey Club. The Jockey 
Club shall, in the first instance, consist of the existing five 
Committee Members of the Yokohama Race Club and the 
Yokohama Racing Association jointly. The Committee of ten 
members as provided for in the preceding Clause shall receive 
applications for udmission to membership to the Jockey Club, 
for a period of one month after notice of such formation: has 
been publicly given. 

The Japan Feral hoa the following :—The two Fu, Tokio and 
Osaka, are each to have a Deliberative Assembly hereafter, and 
the President of the Osaka Assembly is to be Wantanabe, the 
Governor of Osaka, and the President of the Tokio Assembiy 
is to be Senda, the Vice-Governor of Tokio. These assemblies 
are to be com of men selected from all classes of the com- 
munity on account of their literary ability, the Presidents only 
being necessarily Government officials. This isa great innova- 
tion, as hitherto the assemblies have been composed entirely of 
Government officials, and it is expected that there will be bene- 
ficial resulta from this change. The assemblies in the various 
ken, however, will continue to be composed of Government 
officers as heretofore. 

The Echo du Japon reproduces a rumour, “ under all reserve,” 
to the effect that a compromise has been arrived at with the 
rebels, on the basis of the retirement of all the present Ministers, 
with the exception of Okuma, the Minister of Finance. This 
news is almost too good to be true, although, with the Echo, we 
hope that it may beso, There is, we believe, not the slightest 
doubt that this would at once end the present trouble, for as we 
have before remarked, the sole object of the present outbreak, 
so far as is understood by foreigners, is simply to cause a 
change of ministry, which could be brought ‘about in no 
other way. The appointment of the younger Saigo to the post 
of Acting Minister of War would indicate more conciliatory 
measures, aa it is scarcely to be supposed that he would have ac- 
cepted the promotion were he to be oblized to push matters to 
v against his brother; but still in spite of this we 
k that the presene Ministers will retire from their 
posts and give up the administration of the loaves and fishes for 
the sake of restoring peace to their country, unless a very strong 
presiure is placed upou them; at any rate they have thus far 
given no signs of doing so. 

A Tokio Saibansho otticial, named Hayashi, has just been fined 
for resorting to torture to extract evidence in a criminal suit. 
The man stated that he was entirely ignorant thal any laws 
ayainst torture had been promulgated. All the lower officers of 
the Saibansho have again been specially cautioned about the 
punishment that awaits them if they ignore the new law, and 
some of these gentry are not alittle indignant vt being deprived 
of what they looked upon as a pleasant relaxation to their 
arduous duties, 

We are informed that 29,789 articles have been received for 
the Exhibition at Uyéuo, being presented by 17,930 persons, and 
valued at 172,540 yen. 








TOKIO. 

Since the news of the relief of the siege of Kumamoto and the 
subsequent retirement of the main body of the rebels to Hiuga 
greater tranquility in the minds of the people of Tokio is notice- 
able, and an improved tone of feeling aud security reigns among 
the masses, While this is so, however, no corresponding resus- 
citation in the business world follows in the wake of these 
outward signs of returning confidence, but the fact of the belief 
in the ultimate, and, perhaps, not distant success of the Govern- 
ment forces is itself sufficient grounds for entertaining hopes of 
an approaching favourablereaction in commercial pursuits. Mean- 
while economy is the order of the day, and people of all classes 
keep a tight hand on their purse strings. The wants of the 
people are confined within the narrowest possible limits, while 
pleasures and atnusements, involving requisitions on the pocket, 
are almost universally foregone. Cousequently, places of public 
amusement are neglected, and even the tea houses, which, in 
Japan, are the very last to suffer, are at present in a languishin, 
condition, The geisha, too, who particularly at this season of 
the year are usually in great request, are dying of ennui, and 
their hands are going out of practice for want of demands on 
their professional calling ; like the Jews in captivity, they are 
obliged to hang up their harps on willow trees, and patiently 
wait for the troubling of the waters, 
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A few influential-and philanthropic men of Tokio have in 
contemplation the formation of a Temperance Society for the 
benefit of their countrymen, after the model of those in exist- 
ence in Western countries. These men—some of whom have 
travelled in foreign countries—are of opinion thaf such an in- 
stitution ia really desirable in Japan ; and entertain the belief 
that it would meet with general support from all classes of the 
people. Whether they are jontifed in such a belief is perhaps 
not to be easily affirmed or denied by foreigners, but it is clear, 
however, that drunkenness is less prevalent among the Japanese 
than it is in most other countries, and that its worst forms and 
effects are seldom perceptible to the same degree as elsewhere. 
However, everybody must concede that the object that the pro- 
moters of this movement have in view is worthy of commenda- 
tion. 

The people of the capital are much rejoiced to hear of the 
approaching return of his Majesty and Court from Kioto. 


HIOGO, 

The Hiogo Neics says :— 

Large numbers of wounded continue to arrive here from the 
South. The Sumidu-maru brought four hundred on the 18th 
and the Kenagawa-maru two hundred and fifty on the 19th, 
both lots being from Nagasaki. From these arrivals, however, 
nothing can be gathered as to recent casualties, as most of these 
sufferers are convalescents. 

The actual “war news” amounts to very little, and may be 
all summed up by saying that the rebels appear to have been 
pushed a very little further to the eastwards, and that the Go- 
vernment has been concentrating troops in Kumamoto. By far 
the most interesting news is that about General Kuroda, but 
whether he voluntarily resigned his command or was deprived of 
it is as unknown to us as the causes which have led to his re- 
tirement. 





CHINA.

PEKING. 

Acorrespondent of the North China Herald writes on the 18th 
‘April :— We are losing a number of our small community to-day, 

and Madame de Prat and M. de Career of the Spanish Lega- 
tion, and Messrs. de Roquette and Arene of the French Legation, 
besides Mr. Nicholson of the British Leyation, who goes on a 
visit to Shanghai. Bye-the-bye, I see that in a notice the other 
day of the arrival of Kwoh and Co. in England, th. Revue Di- 
plomatique, which ought to know better, stated the o! ject of his 
miss‘on to be the delivery of assurances of the continuance of 
the Treaty of Tientsin ! “With such false notions in Europe re- 
specting China and the Chinese as we see daily to be current, 
how is anything to go on satisfactorily here ? 

The Feking Gazette of the 6th April contains a memorial 
advising the appointment of a Sub-prefect on the island of Ho 
Yueh Chow, opposite Tatung, as the real site of trade at that 
uewly opened “place of call.” The same paper of the 4th April 
contains a curious memorial from the Governor-General of Feng- 
tien (Manchuria), regarding the auxiety felt by the Koreans lest 
the Chinese emigrants who are rapidly settling in the count: 
upto the Korean frontier should overflow into Korea. It is 
proposed to give the Korean Government power to arrest a 
Chinese subject found across the border, and to send him a 
sierra to Moukden, for execution. “It shall also be lawful 

the Kor ans to slay any Chinese who may attempt to resist 
capture at their hands.” : 





TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent of the Celestial Empire writes under date of 
April 19 :— 

On Saturday (14th April) bis Excellency Li Hrung-chang spent 
along day at the Imperial Torpedo College engaged in holding 
the first annual examination of the students. His Excellency 
arrived at 9 A.M. and was received by Mr. Betts and the native 
Officials attached to the College; he then carried out a minute 
and careful inspection of the new building, taking particular 
notice of the workshops and fuze-ruoms, where the unattached 
students were busily engaged making electrical fuzes, small tor- 
Pedoes for experimental work, and other apparatus connected 
with torpedo warfare. The examination was held in the large 
lecture-room, eighty feet by forty-five, and comprised English 
composition, translation, mathematics, and proficiency in telera- 

hy ; after which Mr. Betts gave alecture on Torpedo Appliance, 
illustrated by such experiments as could with safety be shown 
ina room, and translated at his Excellency’s request by Mr. 
Chan Laisun, the wei yuen of the College. The Viceroy then 
selected various questions from a list of one hundred which had 
been prepared, and the students answered them by diagrams on 
the black board, or practica) illustrations where possible. ;At the 
conclusion of the examination the Viceroy awarded buttovs to 
aix of the most succes ful students and additional prizes of about 
100 taels iu value, HE, also took much interest in the erection 
of the line of telegraphs which is now in course of construction 
to bis yamen, aud left the College attended by his numerous 
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On Wednesday a series of torpedo experiments took place 
on the river, near the Bridge of Boats, at the junction of tho 
Peiho and the Grand Canal; at which the Viceroy was 
also present. The chief point of interest was firing torpedoes 
from spare thirty feet long, run out from an eight-oared boat 
manned by the students of the College. Chargea of 50 Ibs. of 
powder were fired, and made a very fine show, throwing up a 
large column of water, which owing to the high wind besprinkled 
the crowds on the river bank in a very liberal manner. The 
smart style in which the students launched and fired the tor- 
pedoes was highly commended by the Viceroy and foreigners 
present ; small charges fired in groups were also shown, but 
owing to the crowded state of the river none of the ‘charges con- 
tained more than 50 or 60 Ibs, of powder, as Mr. Betts thought 
it too dangerous in such a confined space to fire heavier charges, 

‘We hear, says the same paper, that the steamer Huining brings 
down a large quantity of ammunition placed at the disposal of the 
Japanese Government by Li Hung-chang, immediately he was 
informed that the Government of Japan was in want of ammu- 
nition in their operations against the rebels. It wonld thus 
seem that a growing entente cordiale exists between the two 
nations. 


SOOCHOW. 

The correspondent of the Daily News writes :— 

During the last two or three weeks the devotees of Buddha 
have been in a very religious frame of mind, and of ‘course the 
priests reap the harvest. ’‘I'is not often, however, that we see 
their gains coming in so rapidly. In the ud moon a Buddhist 
priest “dreamed a dream.” He saw in a dirty pool near the 
southern wall of the city an old stone image which the rebels 
had consigned toa watery grave. In his night visions it was 
told him if a very aged and rich old lady, who was withont a 
son, would build a temple for this rock Busah, all the desires of 
her heart would be given her. The old lady on being told this 
gladly agreed on the “exchange,” gave the money and is now 
enjoying the promise. Who this old lady is, only the pricats 
know, but the answer she received to her many prayera to 
Kwan-yin now at this late day encouraged many, and the news 
spread. 

Phe image was set up on its pedestal, a straw hut built over 
it, and it was affirmed this month that it was “ efficacious.” 
“ Ling keh,” we, had “virtue to heal.” It was proclaimed that 
the dumb had only to drink of the waters of this pool, and they 
would speak, the deaf hear, and any disease be immediately 
cured, As the Chinese have never read the advertisements of 
patent medicines, these tales obtained an easy credence. Multi- 
tudes went to worship, &., “Gyin Sen Shuay,” “ask for the 
sien water.” As fast as one would “keh-teo,” there would be 
another to take his place. Continually those who were dealing out 
the water would yell out: “Hurry up and let the others have a 
showing.” Each man brought a Lespot or bottle for the water, 
and as fast as one jar was exhausted the greasy servant would 
dip up another out of the pool. Have yon seen any one who 
was cured? “Oh! yes, of course ; what would all these people 
be coming here for, then?” But have you seen anyone? “No, 
Dut zt is 40, for they all say so.” The only way was to quote 
their proverb : “ What the ear hears is not always true, but what 
the eye sees.” 

The money of the first few days was enough to put up a small 
temple, so they just built it over the straw shed. the water: 
is sold at 64 cash; besides other perquisites they make two 
candles from each worshipper, as there 1s no room to burn’‘one- 
teuth of them. Numbers of scholars in silk and satin go to. 
worship. People in boats from other places also come. é 


HUKOW. 

A co ndent writes as follows with reference to the pro- 
posed opening of the above-named port :— 

After mature consideration as to the benefit to be derived by 
making Hukow a port of call, it appears conclusive that it cannot 
fail to be most detrimental if not absolutely fatal to the com- 
mercial interests of Kiukiang. It would also appear that this so- 
called concession had been obtained without reference to the 
native and foreign interests centered at Kiukiang, and in opposi- 
tion to the general opinion prevailing on the subject in 1869, 
when Consul Swinhoe, the official delegate of the special mission 
up the Yangtsze, stated “that the lauding-place, while perhaps a 
boon to the river steamer interests, would he the death blow to 
Kiukiang.” Such being the case, and nothing having transpired 
to alter the condition of alfuirs, it appears unwise in the extreme 
to make Hukowa port of call, when it is almost certain to prove 
fatal to the local native and foreign interests at Kinkiang, and 
be of no advantage whatever to the steamer companies or mer- 
chants generally. It would he interesting to learn what advantage 
is anticipated from the opening of Hukow, or by whom the step 
was suggested. The memorialists of 1st May, 1867, merely re- 
commended that the Po yang lake should be open to atearc, to 
evable exports to be brought more expeditiously to Kiukiang, 
which bas always beeu the regular mart or emporium and port 
of shipment, as they were fully aware of the loss and injury 
Kiukiang would sustain by produce beiug shipped at the ‘ake

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out that the sterotype argument that “the detention of the tea 
Doats at the lake by adverse winds is a source of annoyance, &¢.,” 
is rather imaginary than real ; and it does not appear that the 
persons directly interested, the boatmen and teamen, have ever 

ve the constitution of Hukow into a port of shipment 
or discharge, for the good reason that it is ill-adapted as a ren- 
dezvous for boats, there being no shelter and no means of ob- 
taining return cargoes. 

Geographically speaking, Hukow may appear to be the natural 
outlet from Kiangai ; but had it been a suitable place, Kiukiang 
would not have been selected by the Chinese as their emporium, 
nor would it have developed into a town of commercial import- 
ance, while the “natural outlet” has remained what it always 
was—a mere garrison town. ‘ 

As trade is not likely to be benefited in any whatever, 
and the local interests of Kiukiaug are likely to seriously 
affected, it is said that foreign merchants have sent in an official 
representation against the opening of Hukow ; and the native 
merchants have also held meetings to signify their disapproval 
ff the procedure, and ratify their determination not to ship or 
land cargo at that. port. 

It is understood that the delay in opening the port arisesfrom 
the difficulty in reconciling local interests. In Kiangsi the pro- 
vincial officials are unwilling that any produce should leave 
Hukow unless export duty is paid beforehand, so it is possible 
that a branch Custom-house may be opened there, w! is sure 
to lead to a transfer of a portion of the shipping business from 
Kiukiang to the lake, and eventually to the opening of hongs, 
t the ruination of those established at Kiukiang. 

Since traders do not desire the opening of Hukow, I fail to 
see the wisdom of coercing the Chinese to do so, especially assuch 
a course is calculated to ruin the commercial interests centred at 
Kiukiang. 

After the British Government has selected Kiukiang as a 
settlement, aud induced merchants to invest a vast amount of 
capital in lands and buildings, it seems unfair and impolitic to 
cverce the Chinese into opening a port against the interests and 
wishes of all concerned, especially as it has been demonstrated 
that it is of no benefit to trade in general. 








SHANGHAI 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 29th 


April. The French mail from London March 9 was received 
on the 24th April, and the following P. and O. mail of 16th 


March arrived out on the 28th April. 

The recent sale of the S.S. Company’s steamers to the China 
Merchants’ Steam Navigation Company has called forth a paper 
‘on the subject of “British Shipping Interests in China,” which 
has been published in the papery, and also sent to the Chamber 
vof Commerce. In commenting upon it the Vorth China Daily 
‘News considers that it would be premature to suppose that any 
political attack on those interests could be seriously contem- 
plated—that would be utterly futile ; and however ill-judged 
the mode of commercial opposition adopted by the great Man- 
darin promoters of the China Merchants’ Steamers Company 
may be deemed, it is very dilficult to limit the right of a Go- 
vernment to subsidise such companies, if it chooses. The doing 
so in the present instance has undoubtedly been an economic 
Dlunder ; but it cannot be accused as a political wrong. Of the 

- economic mistake, it is possible that the authors may sooner or 
later be convinced. All that diplomacy has to do in the mean- 
time is to take care that no undue advantages, contrary to treaty 
rights, are conceded to the native company ; and let the compe- 
titors fight it out, 

The Municipal Council have determined upon again calling 
upon the Chinese Authorities to expend some portion of the 
tonnage dues on the conservancy of the port, and intend to 
agitate the Porting point question again with this object. It 
is stated that at present there is ample work for a dredger in 
this river alone, and the importance of the trade is such as to 
call for its employment. Plans have been obtained, showing the 
depth of water opposite the foreshore, and the position of 
the opium bulks, with reference to such an eventu: as the 
Verthing of steamers at pontoons opposite the Bund, It is 
believed that, contrary to the general impression, it is a fact 
that sufficiently deep water is within easier reach opposite 
“# E-wo” than opposite the Club,

Mr. Francis, has pleaded guilty before the acting Assistant 

Judge, Mr. R. N. Mowat, and has been sentenced to twelve

From the North China Herald we take the following :— 

The United States war-vessel Monocacy has returned from the 
Riverine ports. 

‘The steamer Conquest, the first foreign trading vessel to Wen- 
chow, has returned, She made a favourable passage to the new 
port, and was cordially welcomed by the natives. Besides her 
cargo she landed six foreign passengers, and on her return had 
Mr. and Mrs. Stott, missionaries, to Ningpo, and about 500 
“packages of cargo, principally charcoal. Between Wenchow and 





















— 
Ningpo she experienced dense fog, and had to anchor for several 
hours on three different occasions. 

It was mentioned at the time that the report of the barque 
Agate, respecting the supposed existence of seventeen Europeans 
onone of the islands adjacent to New Guinea, had been for- 
warded to Admiral Ryder. We understand the Admiral has 
sent on the despatch to the Commodore commanding the Aus- 
tralian station, within whose limits the localities indicated lie— 
It will be remembered that the statement of the master of the 
‘Agate was to the effect that, on the 2nd February last, when the 
barque was in Dampier Straits, lat. 0.34 8., and long. 130,22 E., 
she was boarded by natives from Battanta, King William, and 
other islands ; and one of the chiefs stated as well as he could by 
signs and broken English that, on some of the islands to the 
northward, there were sixteen white men and one white woman. 
The Agate could not herself attempt to verify the report, as 
she had been on a reef and badly injured her hull. No Toube a 
gunboat will be despatched to search the neighbourhood, when 
Admiral Ryder’s communication is received in Australia. 

‘An extraordinary meeting of the Shanghai Race Club has 
been held to reconsider the proposals made at the last general 
meeting respecting the rebuilding of the stables in the Grand 
Stand Compound, and the means of raising funds for the pur- 
pose. It was resolved to proceed with the work, and also the 
removal of the “red house” to a site close to the back of the 
grand stand, immediately after the present Spring Meeting, and 
to raise the necessary funds, estimated at Tis. 6,000, by the issue 
of debentures of Tls. 100 each, the capital so raised to be re- 
deemable by the annual payment of Tls. 1,000, the interest to be 
arranged with the persons who applied for the debentures. 

The str. Soochow has left on her first voyage to Hankow ; 
Formerly she was known as the Japan, and since she has been 
under her present management she has been fitted with a 
hurricane deck, atfording accommodation for about 300 native 
passengers, as well as comfortable quarters for foreigners ; her 
engines and boilers have been overhauled ; and in other respects 
she has been altered and improved for river traffic. She is 
under the same agency as the Paokong, Tah-yue-forg, and 
Ping-on ; and it is how understood to be a fact that the same 
combination—the Company has not yet assumed a name—have 
two steamers now building in England. 

‘We hear that the barque Serpext, which was abandoned on 
the Shalutine Islands, in the Gulf of Pechili, under circumstances 
now well-known, has been towed into Taku by the pilots there. 

‘The Celestial Hmpire gives the following :— 

Many distinguished Chinese officials have lately passed through 
our Settlement. Only a few days ago the Tartar General Wen, 
of Foochow, and the Hoppo of Canton and families, passed. 
through here, while for the last week the Tartar-General elect 
of Hangchow has resided among us. The last-named official 
has been awaiting the arrival of his predecessor, who on the 1st 
of this Chinese moon left Hangchow on his way to Peking, pre- 
vious to taking up his new appointment as Tartar-General at 
Kui-chow in Hunan.” This distinguished mandarin, the Marquis 
He, accompanied by his mother, a lady closely related to one of 
the Empresses, his wife, the daughter of the well-known Viceroy 
Jui Lien, who died a few years ago at. Canton, and a numerous 
retinue, arrived here on Wednesday from Hangchow via Soo- 
chow. ‘They are being entertained by a foreign firm having 
large dealings with the official class, 

We are informed that Mr. Tong King-sing is going to reside 
at Tientsin, as head manager of the China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company. 

It is said that the tea-market in the interior is opening at 
low prices ; about 30 per cent, cheaper, indeed, than last year. 
The market for greens in Sung-yang has opened at 190 to 200 
cash per catty of 32 tael’’ weight, against 200 to 275 a year 
ago; at Ningchow, too, prices have opened at 120 to 130 cash 
pereatty of 16 taels’ weight against 190 to 200 last year. The 
crop is likely to be very large, and with further depressing news 
from England the market is likely to go still lower, as many 
hongs have reduced their limits considerably. 


WENCHOW. 

A correspondent writes :— 

Up to the 11th April the community consisted of the long 
resident missionaries—Messrs. Stott and Jackson, and the 
members of the Customs’ staff. On the llth the Mosquito 
arrived with reinforcements in the shape cf Mr. Consul 
Alabaster. He has seen the officials, I believe, and employed 
himself in hunting for premises to serve as a Consulate. Not 








having seen the British ensign floating in the breeze on shore, I 
take it that to date the search has been unsuccessful. In the 
city the people seem perfectly inditferent, either to the presence 
of foreigners or to the fact that steamers are now at liberty to 
visit the port. They don’t seem to want anything, unless it be a 
small cargo of rice. Native opium is plentiful, and piece goods 
come overland from Ningpo. Kerosine lamps are used in the 
principal shops, and matches are cheap. As to tea, a contract 
might be made for some raw leaf from the Ping-yang district, 
but the season is now well advanced. No foreign merchant has 
established to date, nor has a merchant vessel put in an 
appearance, 
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HONG KONG. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 5th May; the French 
mail from London March 23 arrived out on the 2nd May. 

There is not much news of general importance brought from 
Hong Kong by the present mail. In its absence considerable 
sensation appears to have been created by asomewhat extra- 
ordinary incident which occurred at the Club. It appears that 
@ sergeant of the 28th Regiment entered that establishment, 
and, presenting a drawn sword at the beasts of two gentlemen 
Successively who were sitting in the verandah, demanded of 
wach “if he were one of them.” On the gentlemen replying 
promptly in the negative, the man, who was mad drunk, Walked 
into the reading-room, demolished the whole of the lamps 
and brackets with his sword and then chased the members about 
the Club, He ultimately “ell down, and on being taken before 
the magistrate on the following day he was ordered to pay $30 
for the damage he had done, and to undergo three months’ 
simple imprisonment. 

‘he Hoppo of Canton, who arrived on 27th March from the 
North en route to Canton, called on H.E.the Governor, Mr. 
Pope Hennessy. The visit was strictly a private one. The 
Hoppo has Dronght with him some 200 or 300 men in the 
Pautah, which he chartered for $5,000. His suite was so 
Jarge that there was not sufficient accommodation for them in 
the Hong Kong Hotel, so that the Hoppo had to engage the 
premises lately occupied by the M.M. Company. 

According to the Registrar-General’s return of the births and 
deaths for the quarter ending the 2ist March last, it appears 
there have been 437 births and 971 deaths during that period. 
Of the births forty-one have occurred among the British and 
foreign population. 

‘The China Mail gives the following :— 7 
__ We are glad to hear that a large map of Kwangtung Province 
is in process of preparation by the Rev. J. G. Loercher, of the 
Buazel’ Missionary Society, who for some -years past has been 
gathering information with a view to the production of a guide 
to the whole province which shall be available for the merchant 
equally with the missionary. One of the last acts of our late 
Governor, Sir Arthur Kennedy, was a graceful recognition of 
the unobtrusive labours of the rev. geutleman in the shape of a 
grant from the Colonial Treasury to euable the publication to be 
at once proceeded with, It is believed that the map will be 
engraved in Gotha. : 

“His Excellency the ‘Lieutenant-Governor has directed that 
the names of the Government Board of Examiners in the Chi- 
nese language should be published. The Board consists of—The 
Hon. C. C. Smith, Chairman ; Mr. F. Stewart ; Mr. J. Russell ; 
the Rev, E. J. Eitel, Ph. D., Director of Chinese studies ; and 
Mr. Alfred Lister, Secretary. All communications to the Board 
must be addressed to the Secretary, and, if proceeding from a 
person in the Government service, must pass through the head 
of his department.” It ought to be noted that to the present 
Chairman, who has but recently returned, and resumed his seat 
among the examiners, is mainly due the existence of this 
useful Board, the quiet but effectual services of which must in 
due time exercise a most porettal influence over the various de- 
partments of our Colonial service. 

The small steamer Sea Gull, belonging to Messrs. Lane, Craw- 
ford and Co., which arrived here on 24th April, from Yokokama, 
had rather along run, having had to contend with very heavy 
weather the whole passage. We understand that she is to be 
employed at the wreck of the as, Japan during the salvage 
operations this summer. 

Among other damages caused by the heavy rain-fall of the 
2ist April a landslip occurred on the hill-side above Mr. Dorab- 
jee’s new bungalow in Robinson-road. About fifteen or twenty 
tons of earth, together with several large boulders and smaller 
Pieces of stone, came down from a great height, and the noise 
thus caused startled the whole of the neighbouring residents. A 
cow-house which is immediately underneath was akightly injured, 
but no other damage was caused to life or property. 

We are glad to learn that Commodore Watson, RN, senior 
officer on this naval station, has received a good service pension. 
This fact we are sure will give general satisfaction to the Com- 
modore’s well-wishers in the service, as well as his many friends 
outside of it. 

Navigating Lieatenant Maunsell, H.M.S. Hornet, was tried 
by Court Martial on the 26th April for drunkenness and dere- 
diction of duty, and the Court decreed that he lose eighteen 
months’ seniority, aud be dismissed his ship. 

An inquest was held on 23rd April on the body of a marine, 
named Joseph M‘Millans, at the Naval Hospital, by Mr. James 
Russell, coroner, with Messrs, W. H. F. Darby, P. Rhodes, and 
William A. F. Schmidt, as jury. From the evidence it ap 
that the deceased, who was a marine on board H.M.S. Charybdis, 
‘was on sentry duty on board on the night of the 17th April. 
He was suddenly missed at a short time Before 8 P.M., and every 
search was made for him. He could not be found, and the gene- 
ral opinion was that he must have fallen overboard or gone 
ashore. Nothing more was heard of him until his body was 
found floating near H.M.S. Modeste. The jury returned a ver- 
dict of “found drowned.” 





(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

What with the arrival of our new Governor and one or two 
little occurrences in connection with that event, there is more 
than the usual amount of gossip floating round here just now. 
I should have said our Liew-Governor, for the preparation of 
letters-patent appears to be a task that cannot be comfortably 

tt through by the Home authorities within six months, and so 
for the present Mr. Hennessy has to be satisfied with the title 
and authority of a Lieu-Governor. There is po use in disguis- 
ing the fact that the British portion of the community here 
were not rery enthusiastic over Mr. Hennessy’s appointment as 
successor to Sir Arthur Kennedy, and I cannot say that the new 
Governor's debut here has been altogether a successful one. 
The landing, which took place in the dusk of the evening, was 
bungled, and the salute from the shore battery had to be fired 
over again on the following morning, apparently by way of 
apology for the general breakdown in the arrangements on the 
previous evening, 

The first act of his Excellency on landing—and I would have 
you mark this fact well, for it has crested an immense amount 
of gossip here, and has only been indirectly alluded to in the 
local papers—was to bend and kiss the ring of the Roman 
Gatholie Bishop, who was awaiting him in full canonicals on the 
wharf. Of course it may be quite right that a good Catholic 
should pay this respect to his Bishop ; still the circumstance seems 
to stick alittle in the throats of the people here, despite what 
they say to the contrary, and it also seems strange to see the 
head of the Colony attending the Roman Catholic Cathedral on 
Sunday leaving vacant the well-known seat so long graced by 
Sir Arthur Kennedy and his predecessors in St. John’s Cathe- 
dral. The Portuguese community, however, seem to be excep- 
tionally pleased with Mr. Hennessy. They got up a cheer for 
him when he landed, and it is said that Mr. Heunessy is the 
first Governor who has ever been cheered here.. The new Go- 
vernor certainly appears to be anxious to please, and I hope he 
will be successful. 

Talking of matters. ecclesiastical, there har been a slight 
“breeze” at St. Paul’s College, and the very small modicum of 
popularity Bishop Burdon has enjoyed here of late seems to be 
threatened with a total extinguishment, You will recollect that 
a few months ago the London and China Express contained 
a rather glowing account of “ Mission Work in China.” It was 
stated in the course of the article that St. Paul’s College here 
had resumed its original purpose asa training college for mission 
clergy, and that its students had recently been added to by six 
English students, who had just gone out with the Rev. E. Davys. 
wal, two of these students went back to England by a recent 
mail, and a third has left the College and is awaiting instructions 
from home as to what he is to do. They make certain com- 
plaints against the Bishop, and it is also said that the living at 
the College was such as was not calculated to bring on attacks 
of the gout, nothing but bread and water being supp lied for the. 
table after “tiffin.” Anyway, there was a general “flare up” 
at the College, with the results I have mentioned. The Rev. E. 
Davys has also been dismissed from the post of Military Chap- 
lain by the Bishop. 

General Colborne seems determined that the “coolness” which 
existed between himself and Sir Arthur Kennedy shall not ex- 
tend to the new Governor. The General certainly did not grace 
the departure of our late popular Governor with his presence, 
and it was remarked as somewhat significant that none of the 
officers directly under his command were present at the Fare- 
well Banquet, although they were all invited; nor could they, 
themselves, have had any objection to attend. The military 
magnate in question, however, came down on horseback to meet 
the new Governor at his landing, and was also present at the 
levée at Government House on the lst ef 

‘We have had some rather violent thunderstorms here lately, 
with a great deal of rain—about eight inches per week. The 
temperature yesterday (May 4) was, maximum 81}, and mini- 
mum (over night) TOL. 





ms CANTON. 

The Daily Press correspondent writes :— 

One of those fierce encounters between the Customs officials 
and the people which so frequently take place in this shamefully 
misgoverned country has lately occurred in the Ying T: 
district, about a hundred miles from here. It appears that a 
passenger on board a junk from this port arrived at Ying Tak 
about the commencement of this month, and when the lekin 
guard searched his lu, they found a few articles which they 
said were dutiable, The owner rejoined that they ought to be 
free, as they were not in the tariff, and he would not pay duty 
on them. The dispute soon waxed high, and at length from 
words the parties came to blows, and the officials hauled the 
luckless passenger before the mandarin of the place. That worthy 
ordered him to be tied up in the station, and gaveinstructions to 
his minions to “ squeeze” the refractory man. All attempts to ex- 
tort money from him having proved fruitless, the soldiers tied him 
up and gave him a severe flogging. The people of the neigh- 
bourkood, of which, by the way, the passenger was a native, had 
in the meantime been growing gradually more and more excited, 
and when they saw this unmerited punishment inflicted their 
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ins.,cutien brone bounds, and anmiug themselves with bambooe 
they attacked the lekin station. The guard turned a gan upon 
them, and firing, killed two of the crowd, who thereupon fetched 
out ull the guus and other weapons they covld muster and a 
general fight ensued. Several pervons have been killed on both 
sides, aud a large number wounded, some seriously. The fight was 
still proceeding when the news was despatched te Canton. The 
Viceroy has despatched a delegate to inquire into the case, and 
investigate into Che conduct of the mandarin in charge of the 
atation.

extend to the heads of tribes who are in the different Kongsees 
and to those also who are in no Kongsee. The second condition 
ie that all arms and smmunition sball be delivered up to the 
Government, and none shall be allowed to bear arms without a 
license from the authorities, The other conditions are merely of 
‘a minor character, such as delivering up to justice the men who 
have been guilty of the late disturbances, and that the people 
shell return peacefully to their labours and employments as 

ore.

landers from Fort Canning, under Major Eden, B.A., with Lieuts. 
Hay and Adams. Captain Jones, of H.M.S. Growler, the 
British man-of-war im harbour, aleo landed a party of blue jackets. 
with their engine, who did good service. Captain Ellis also, the 
Master Attendant, was atnong the first present, and actively 
superintended the working cf the fire engines, along with Mr. 
Carrington, Municipal Engineer. By two o'clock the two 
municipal steam fire-engines, in charge of Mr. had 
arrived and were hard at work, the one stationed at Cavenagh 
Bridge, and the other at Jobnsaton’s Pier, and about the same 
time the Insurance Companies hand-engine was set to work at 
the river stepe in Flint-street. But, by that time, the fire had 
ined such a mastery over the combustible materials of a ship- 
chandler’s store inside the building-that it was impossible to save 
anything, even out of Mr. Emmerson’s rooms on the first 
flocr. Fortunately there was little or ne wind, and, fortun- 
ately also, the night was clear calm moonlight. There was 
| farther an abundant supply of water close at hand. Another 
favourable circumstance was that the block of buildings was 
divided into two halves by a substantial brick wall, which aided 
very nraterially the fire-engines in Preventing the flames from 
spreading from the half next the river to the half next Battery- 
road. It was feared at first that the whole block would go, im 
which case Messre. McAlister and Co.’s store would have been 
in imminent danger ; but it was soon seen that the Municipal

Mr. Justice Ford has been engaged in the Supreme Court in 
hearing an action, in which Messrs. Sussoon of Bombay are the 
plaintiffs, aud Messrs. R. M. C. A. Chitty and M. V. A. Chitty 
ate the defendante—for the recorery of $27,402.86 und interest, 
for wrongful conversion of plaintiffs’ goods, for detention of 
piaintiffe’ goods, for goods sold and delivered, money received, 
interest and on account. The case is a complicated one, and in- 
volves an intricate question of accounts and will not be com- 
pleted for seme time. The Attorney-General appears for plain- 
tiffe and Meesr. Donaldson and Burkinshaw for defendants.

MYoRouAsa.—The first arrivals of “new crop” camo to hand with 
the opening of the month of May, and had found buyers at prices 
ing from $48 to $56 per picul. The musters so far shown afforded 
no criterion of the seaeon's crop, being mostly “Gurden Teas ;” but 
the weather had been fairly favourable. Settlements to date are re- 
ported tohave been about 260 piculs. The s.8. Grelic with the present 
tail would take about 2,000 packages new crop ten. 

SnancHat.—Black : No business whatever bad been done, the small 
remaining stock being held by the teamen for prices far above the 
London murket. Green : The season had, closed slightly lower prices 
having been accepted by teamen for country teas. 

‘Tansut—It is reported from thia place that the production of 
Formcsa Oolongs will be greater than in any previous season. The 
estimated supply is 11,000,000 Ibs. 

Cawtox.—Messrs. Deacon and Co.'s Circular says :—During the past 
fortnight transactions in Congou have amounted to about 9,700 boxes ; 
the demand has chiefly run upon the better grades, the prices asked 
by teamen for comnion descriptions being much too high to tempt 
busers into operations. "Purchases have gonerally been made at frei 
Tis. 21 to 28, but a few small parcels of finest tea have found buyera 
at Tis. 30 and upwards; no change can be quoted in the market ; 
prices have, in some instances, ruled rather lower, but the quality of 
the settlements shows a falling off. Shipments from Macao continue 
on a fairscale, and consist for the most part of contract teas, Scented 
‘Tena: Musters have been shown on the market during the past few 
days, and about 4,000 to 6,000 boxes of Capers and Pekoes have been 
packed for early shipment; prices have not yet transpired, but they 
are said to range from ls, 21 to 28 for fair to fine. It is perhaps pre- 
mature to offer any opinion on the quality of the crop, but, as far as can 
be seen, it is likely to be inferior to that of last season ; the Capers 
being apparently of poor make, much mixed in leaf, and coarser in 
cup, while the Pekoes show no improvement on the indifferent teas 0° 
last year, In our next issue we shall doubtless be able to advise a con- 
siderable business. Scenting flower has been in fair supply and of 
good quality, and has been purchaseable at lower rates than at this 
time last year. The shipments of New Season's Congou to date have 
been 491,057 Ibs, against 461,499 Ibs. to corresponding date Inst 
season,

Yoxowawa.—Business had been nearly at a standstill, the only trans- 
actions which had taken place consisting of a small lot of Hanks at

to realise, aud would probably accept lower prices, but there was no 
demand whatever at the moment, and quotations were nominal.

40 per picul, and at this conces- 
sion 400 to 500 bales bud been settled by foreign buyers, and about as 
amany more bought by native speculators to hold. These operations 
hiad cleared the market of all good Silks, and nothing remained on 
offer but common and undesirable parcels, As regards the new season's 
Silk the Chinese reported an abundance of worms, but an inadequate 
supply of mulberry leaves; so far the weather had been fairly pro- 
pitious.

By Erxest 
Jonn Errer, PH.D. Part L, A-K. Trubver and Co.—For 
twenty years Dr. Williams's Tonic Dictionary in the Cantoo 
dialect has been the cade mecum of every Cantonese student, 
and the envy of all students of other Chinese dialects—not 
favoured iu the possession uf such a portable and useful assistant 
to the acquisition of the most trying of languages. Lutely, 
however, the tables have been turned on the Cantonese scholar. 
Taking Williams for his model, Dr. Carstairs Douglas brought 
out a Tonic Dictionary of the Foh-Kien dialect ; and then Dr. 
Wil excelled his former work in his Mandarin Dictionary. 
Meantime the whole stock of the Cantonese Dictionary was ex- 
hausted, and second-hand copies were rarely in the markets, and 
only at several times the or ginal cost. Itis therefore a distinct 
pleasure to us to call attention to the fact that Dr. E. J. Kitel, 
already well known to students of Chinese and Buddhistic htera- 
ture by his vocabulary of China, equivalents of Sanscrit terms, aud 
his very able and interesting lectures on Buddhism, his work on 
Feng &e., has devoted his labour to the production of a 
new dictionary to supply this ‘The fact that Dr. Eitel at 
first only contemplated a revised edition of the Cantonese Tonic 
Dictionary is a high and well deserved compliment to his prede- 
Nordoes it cast any slight upon the acknowledged value 

of Dr. William.’ work that now, after an interval of twenty years, 
the advance in Chinese scholarship, and especially the herculean 
labours of Dr. Legge upou the Chinese classics, fed to a change 
of plan. ‘The present work will be found in every respect a 
decided improvement on the former, unless it be in bulk, for da-4 
creased size and diminished handiness is not in itself a 1ecommen- 
dation, It is dillicult, however, to see how the increase of size 
could have been avoided. A nunzber of words omitted by Dr. Wil- 
Jiams are included bere, the Chinese characters (a most valuable 
improvement) are added to the illustrative sentences, and the 
classical meanings taken from Dr. Legze's vocabularies neces- 
sarily awell the volume. One most convenient novelty, appear- 
ing, We believe, positively for the first time in any Chinese dic- 
tionary, takes up no extra space, and deserves the gratitude of 
all who will use the work. Dr. Kitel bas marked above each 
character its radical and number of strokes. All who have ex- 
perience the ditic aining 214 radicals in memory, 
some of which ar ‘y rarely ecouutered in reading, and 
the bother of counting on the fingers the strokes which make up 
"a Chinese symbol, will appreciate this welcome service. This 
feature of the work, and its embodiment of the classic vovabu- 
laries, will render it ns-ful to studeuts of other dialects besides 
the Cantonese, and ‘the Mandarin pronunciation being added 
makes the work suitable for consularand otherinterpreters. The 
introducti mcontains much interesting matter which ourapace does 
not allow us to discuss. We are glad to note that Dr. Eitel’s is 
thoronzhly outspoken and aonnd on the subject of tones. He 
could not have rendered the beginner a more valuable service 
than this firm protest against the indolence which would slur 
over as unimportant this essential peculiarity of Chinese 
speech. ‘The recognition in the Cantonese of a niuth tone 
besides the eight usually accorded a place in the dictionaries is 
a great merit, because the ninth tone is a fact, because the re- 
cognition of it draws the student's attention to the nevessity of 
learning the tones by ear, and not relying absolutely oa what 
teachers and books say about them, and also because it required 
courage to admit such an unpopular discovery into the already 
too formidable list of toues. The examples for tone-practice are 
new and well-arranzed. Eitel has amply repaid the con- 
fidence which led the Legislative Council and the Chamber of 
Commerce of Hong Koug to grant him assistance for the pro- 
duction of this work. 


































































PROFESSOR SHELDON AMOS ON CHINA. 

On the 9th inst. Professor Sheldon Amos delivereda lecture be- 
fore a small au-lience at the Working Men's College, upon our 
relations with China during the last forty years. The lecturer 
directed special attention to the opium traffic, and took up a 
stronuly condemnatory view of our action towards China, both 
in that and in other mattera, After dealing with the early 
history of our intercourse with the country, he went on to say 
that a clear notion of the nature of those relations might be 
gathered from two or three great events—the treaty of Nanking | 
in 1842 and the first Chinese war immediately preceding it ; and 
the treaty of Tien-tsin in 1860, which still existed ; and he then 
related the circumstances which had led to these treaties, enu- 
merating their terms, and criticising the action of England in 
relation to the Chinese policy. After describing the stepa taken 
by the Chinese Government for the suppression of the opium 
trattic, the war which followed, and the subsequent treaties im- 

sed, he expressed an opinion that throughout our relations 
with China onr endeavour had been mainly to get new ports 
open, He eharacterised the action of England in regard to 
China as iniquitous, and in support of this assertion he specially 
mentioned the taking of the island of Hong Koug, which, | 

















since it came into possession of this country, bad, he said, “ been 
converted into a hotbed of legalised vice, by which a great evil 
had been inflicted upon China.” ‘The whole of the difficulties 
with China he attributed, directly or indirectly, to opium, and 
coneluded hy reading one or two passages from Chinese writers 
condemnatory of the English policy and the continuance of the 
opium tratlic, by which social and moral obligations were 
destroyed. 7 





HONG KONG. 
Tn the Blue-book on the Colonies for 1875, just issued, Sir 


Arthur Kennedy's report on Hong Kong is published. ‘The 
observations made by the late governor are very concise, and 
for the most part are merely introductory of the reports from 
the Heads of Departments, which have already been noticed in 
these columns from time to time. Sir Arthur’s general remarks 
are as follows :— 

A vast amount of material improvement has been effected during 
the yeur. Sunitary improvements have been progressing. The 
drainage and eewage have, at considerable cost, been cleansed, flushed, 
and improved ; new drains constructed, and’ many which-hed been 
choked and atagnant for years put into working order, resulting in the 
improved bealth of the whole community. A large extent of road 
and streets have been re-mate, and side channels to carry off the - 
flvods of rain constructed, Many miles of mountain path have been 
made. The public gardens have been enlarged and improved, and 
will now compare favourably with any place of recreation in the East. 
Trees have been extensively planted on the hitherto barren waste 
lands, Justice is firmly and fairly administered. ‘The Chinese popu- 
lution are docile and orderly, having full confidence in the impartial 
administration of the laws, The Colony is well served by its public 
officers, and I could not report of its condition and progress in the 
autisfactory manner I now do, If I had not received their efficient and 
cordial support.

A Blue-book recently issued contains the report for the year 
1875 by Sir W. H. Gregory, late Governor of the above Colony,

Regarding the health of the colony, the Report saya :—The 
prevailing diseases were the same as in former years—Fevera, 
diseases of the lungs, affections of the liver and spleen, diseases 





| of the stomach and bowels, venereal affections, skin diseases, 


ulcers, &e. Cholera, which carried off twenty-two prisoners in 
the Northern, six in the Western, one in the Southern, and one 
in the Central Province, contributes towards the excess in the 
mortality, and were it not for this the death-rate of the year 
1875 would have been almost on a par with that of the previous. 
year, But even including the deaths from cholera, the mor- 
tality, 2°77 per cent., contrasts very favonrably with that of the 
years 1871 and 1872, when it was as high as 68 and 5.05 per 
cent. respectively. 

On the subject of railways the report states :— 

The number of miles open for public traffic in 1875 was 91}, vis., 
Colombo to Kan ly 744 miles, Peradeniya to Nawalapitiya 17 miles, 
against un average of 83 miles in 1874. 

The gross receipts mounted to Ra. 2,896,223, or Rs. 470,663 more 
than the earnings in 1874, Rs. 2,425,500, and the working expenses to 
Rs, $82,830, as against Rs. 886,845 in 1874. The difference between 
these figures and those in the returns of the Auditor-General is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the latter show the amounte brought to 
account within the year, and the former the actual amounts of the 
annual receipts and expenditure. The actual net increase of profits 
over 1874 was Rs, 374,078. : 

‘The number of puasengers carried was 858,094, agninst 708,376 in 
the previous year, aud the tonnage of goods, inclusive of breakwater 
materials (18,990 tons), 212,229 tons, against 167,975 tons in 1874. 

A contract for the construction of a line from Colombo to Moro- 
tuwa, a distance of 11} miles, was let to Mr. Mitchell during the year 
at Rs, 282,019, exclusive of permanent way and rolling-stock, which 
are rovided by Goverument, and the line is to be open for traffic by 
February 1877. The cost is to bo defrayed out of general revenue, 

















THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 

The above-named Blue-book also contains the reports from. 
Sir W. Jervois on the Straits Settlements for the same period. 
[t states:—The grand total of the value of imports into the 
three settlements for the year 1873 is $63,137,716, showing a 
decrease of $3,98),266, ratl-er under 6 per ceut., when compared 
with the amount for 187. The value of imports into Singapore 
for the year is $43,766,201, a decrease of $3,120,869, or a little 
more than 6} per cent. from the previous year. ‘The following 
statement shows the amounts under each of the three classes into 
which the imports are divided :-—

In the first the decrease amounts to $1,735,831, or nearly 17 
per cent. on the value in 1874, This decreasé is due chiefly to 
the general stagnation in trade, and to the low price of cotton 
goods, but partly also to the fact that English goods are now 
sometimes conveyed direct to the markets in China, Manila, and 
Java, instead of being transhipped here, as was formerly the 
case. 
The grand total of the value of exports during the year from 
the three Settlements is $62,493,322, showing a decrease of 
$149,667, or less than a quarter per cent., when compared with 
the total for 1874. The value for Singapore for the year is 
$41,619,519, vi

In the first there is an increase of $212,040, or more than 3 per 
-cent., in the second there is a decrease of $3,0: 8, or about. 
24 per cent, and in the third an increase of $2,932,339, or more 
than 13 per cent. 

Regarding the Judicial arrangements of the Colony the re- 
port says :—The whole work of the Supreme Court, in the ab- 
sence of the jude of Penang as acting chief justice at the Fiji 
Islands, continued to be performed by the puisne judge, whose 
salary, made up of the whole of his own and the halt of that 
of the absent judge, amounted to $10,008, or $912 more than 
the full salary of the senior judge of the Settlement. It has 
now, I think, been conclusively proved that, with a little 
strengthening of the stipendiary magistracy, one judge for the 
Settlement is suflicient. 

The working of the new court of quarter sessions has been 
eminently unsatisfactory, and the court may be designated a 
failure. “This may, to a considerable degree, be attributed to the 
appointment as president of the court of the puisne judge, who, 
as already stated, had also acted from the establishinent of the 
court as judge of Penang. Many of the seventy-one cases sent 
to this court by the magistrate of Prince of Wales Island, as 
well as of the twelve cases sent up by the magistrate of Pro- 
vince Wellesley, were remitted to the courts of those magistrates 
and ultimately disposed of by them.

The right hon. gentleman ad- 
dressed the lads, and pointed out the advantages which had been 
afforded them by the excellent training they were receiving in being 
made proficient to take their places in Her Majesty's navy or the mer- 
-antile marine of their country. He congratulated them as well as 
their instructors on their appearance and perfect discipline, and urged 
them to continue their exertions to attain the high positions which 
wera open to them through the training they received on board that 
ship, and he was proud of his connection with the work. 

On the 9th inst. Midhat Pacha, accompanied by Mr. Austen, C.E., 
aud Mr. J, It. Mayers, visited the works of Messrs. J. Thornyeroft and 
o., at Chiswick, and inapected the arrangements for turning out those 
little vessels. After the inspection, Midhat Pacha witnessed the launch 
of a torpedo vessel, just completed for the Dutch Government. This 
veasel, 76ft. long by 10ft, beam, was launched complete with steam 
aap, and the arrangements were so perfect that immediately after the 
launch Midhat Pacha was taken for a short run on the river. and ulti- 
mately landed opposite his hotel at Blackfriars. During the run the 
engines, then tried for the first time, worked most admirably, and 
Midhat Pacha expressed himself much gratified with his visit and with 
the pleasant run he had on the river. 

The armour-plated ship Teméraire, under construction at Chatham, 
is expected to mnke atrial of her machinery at the measured mile, off 
the Maplin Sands, about the 25th inst. All is bustle on board now in 
finishing the vessel off. Her fitmenta for firing the fish and other 
torpedoes are now well advanced, but everything in connection with 
them is kept a profound secret. It is atid that the firing apparatus is 
an improvement upon any yet fitted on board any vessel. A strict 
‘order has been issued that ouly workmen engaged upon the vessel are 
to be allowed on beard, and a policeman is kept on duty at the gung- 
‘way to prevent strangers going on board. 

By permission of the Lords of the Admiralty, Adunral Popoff, of 
the Imperial Russian Navy, bas paid a visit of inspection to Chatham 
dockyard. He wont over the vurions vessels under construction and 
fitting out, but the greater part of his time was spent on board the 
armour-plated ship T'éméraire, which ia preparing for sea. 

The Duhomian blockade was raised on the 12th ult., the fine of 500 
puncheous of pulm oil having been paid by the King. The blockading 
squadron, consisting of H.M.S. Tourmaline, Sirius, Boxer, Seagull, 
‘Mallad, and Cygnet, wore to leave on the 15th ult., for Cape Coast. 


The Supply, 2, iron troop and store ship, has arrived at Chatbarn 
from the Cape of Good Hope and the West Coast of Afiica, and is 
being dismantled, preparatory to being paid off and put out of com- 
mission. 

The Marquis of Lore is going through a course of instruction im 
guanery at the Reyal Military Repository, Woolwich, under the direc 
tion of Major Duncan, R.A. 


Commander Hugo L. Pearson, of the Osborne Royal yacht, which 
arrived at Portsmouth from the Mediterranean on the 11th inat., has 
forwarded to the Admiralty, through Admiral Sir George Ellivt, the 
Commander-in-Chief, a report respecting . sea monster the yacht en- 
countered during ber homeward voyage. The report states that on the 
afternoon of the 2nd instant., while the yacht was proceeding round 
the north const of Sicily towards Cape Vito, the officer on watch ob- 
served a long ridge of fins, each about six feet long, moving slowly 
along, the sea being very calm at the time. He called for a telescope, 
and was at once joined by other officers, The Osborne was steaming 
weatward at a speed of about 104 knots an hour, and the fins were pro- 
greesing in an castwardly direction. As the yacht met the fins those 
on board noticed the foremost part of a gigantic sea monster. ” Its skin 
was apparently devoid of scales, was almost as sleck asuseal. The head 
was bullet-shaped, with an elongated termination, being somewhat like 
that of a seal, and about six feet in diumeter. Ite features were only 
seen by one officer, who described them as like those of an alligator. 
‘The neck appeared to be narrow, and the body was somewhat like that: 
of a turtle, a fin about fifteen feet long extending from either side. 
‘The appearance of the monster is accounted for by a submarine volcano 
which occurred north of Galita, in the Gulf of Tunice, about the middle 
of May, and was reported at the time by a er Which was struck 
by a detached fragment of submarine rock. The disturbance below 
water, it is thought probable, may have driven up the monster from its 
“native element," as the site of the eruption is only 100 miles from 
where it was reported to have been seen. 


A letter written by one of the crew of the Alexandra gives the 
following as the cause of the émeute on board :—“ ‘The squadron being 
at drill, the work of the Alexandra did not please the captain, who 
ordered the watch extra drill, which they refused to perform. "Two 
days later the hands were turned up and informed tkat the admiral 
had ordered the ship to sea for fourteen days to do “black list, 
that many of them would find out before long what that mean 
roon as the men were passed down they commenced hooting aud howl- 
ing, and a short time afterwards the rammers, worms, pikes, and sights 
of the guns were thrown overboard. Since then sailor sentries have 
been placed all over the ship in charge of the guns and gear, and are 
held responsible for their safety.” The ship was with the squadron 
when this letter was written. 


A few days since a boy belonging to one of the ships of the 
Channel Squadron, the Lord Warden, fell from the mizentop, a height 
of nearly 100 feet. He struck ogainst the lower rigsing and rebounded 
overboard. Captain Fremantle was on the quarter-deck and saw the 
occurrence, and, knowing that the boy would be stunned and instantly 
sink, he dived off the deck into the water, and suceceded in grasping 
him’and bringing hin to the surface, ‘The buy ia likely to recover. 

With the view of promoting uniformity in the dress of seamen in 
the navy, the Lords of the Admiralty have directed that the flannels 
of seamen shall be cut square across the breast, and close up to the 
neck—so as to afford more protection to the chest—with a narrow 
half-inch blue binding round tho neck, the wearing of sleeves being 
optional. 

Prhe London School Board purposed to undertake the management 
of a training ship for Industrial School boys, but the Admiralty have in- 
formed tke Board that no ship can be lent for the pnrpose.

. THE report of the Messagerics Maritimes Company for 
the past year, of which we gave an abstract last week, 
is of interest as showing the working of the steamers 
“during that period. Upon the whole, considering the 
general depression of trade which has prevailed, it is 
of a satisfactory character. The Insurance reserve has 
been increased, the expenditure considerably reduced, and 
a dividend of f.35 per share, or the equivalent of 7 per cent., 
has been declared. The directors do not anticipate such 
serious results from the war in Europe as might at first be 
feared, and point out that the effect of an outbreak of war 
is generally not to diminish the wants of consumers, and. 
that products which ordinarily would come from the 
countries in which the warlike operations are being con- 
ducted have to be brought from other parts of the world. 
The Company having lines so greatly diffused may there- 
fore, under such cireumstances, expect compensation in one 

_ direction for what is lost in another. 





THE report by Mr. Consul TreMuerr on the trade of 
Saigon for the year 1876, which has been published, gives 
avery discouraging account of the commerce of that Co! ony, 
so far as European interests there are concerned. For 
many years past the complaint has been made that the 
trade was drifting steadily into the hands of the natives ; 
and according to the above report, it appears that no less 
than nine-tenths of the entire rice crop and the whole of 
the other articles of produce were shipped during 1876 by 
the Chinese. This results in part from their coming into 
direct contact with the natives, but chiefly from their being 
able to carry on their business with inexpensive establish 
ments, in fact, from the same causes as make the Chinese 
such formidable competitors with us in their own country. 





TuE launching of the Lier, a Japanese corvette, which 
has been constructed by the Milford Haven Shipbuilding 
Company, Pembroke Dock, took place in the presence of an 
immense concourse of spectators on 12th inst. The Japanese 
Minister, his wife, and suite, with Mr. E. J. REED, M.P., 
arrived from London to witness the launch, and were met 
at the station by the Mayor and Corporation. A pro- 
cession was formed through the streets of Pembroke Dock, 
and during its progress a choir of 1,000 children sang a 
song to welcome the Minister and his suite After the 
launch there was a grand banquet and a display of fire- 
works, the town of Pembroke being profusely illuminated.

RAILWAYS IN CHINA. 

A CORRESPONDENT pertinently directs attention to the- 
divergence between the actual facts connected with the- 
Woosung Railway and the theories, which a short time- 
back were propounded in a pamphlet published over the 
signature of “ Justum” with regard to it, It was set forth: 
by the writer of that brochure that a gross injustice had 
been inflicted upon the Chinese by forcing a railway upon 
them, and the little line between Shanghai and Woosung: 
of about twelve miles length was spoken of as if it were a 
line of at least some hundred of miles whose introduction 
would do little less than revolutionise the country. The. 
kind of argument which was used was a fair specimen of” 
much of the indignation which is from time to time ex- 
pended with ct to Chinese matters ; and its uselessness- 
is certainly well illustrated by the existing facts. That 
there was likely to be some opposition on the part of the 
Chinese Government to the introduction of railways was. 
well known to those who started the Woosung line, and 
they wisely abstained from raising any questions more than. 
necessary, and certainly did not press the matter upon the 
authorities in the form of its being a startling innovation 
or an affair requiring the settlement of any great abstract. 
question. Had they done so, the result would have been 
some lengthy and elaborate correspondence and a distinct 
refusal upon abstract grounds to allow any steps to be- 
taken in the matter. By a little management affairs have- 
been brought to amuch more satisfactory issue, and we- 
find by the latest accounts that the Chinese officials are- 
willing to continue to keep the line open, and it is even 
said there is every probability of its being before very 
long extended also to Soochow. A beginning has. 
thus been made, and it has been demonstrated to 
the Chinese that railways need not necessarily be the- 
dangerous and subversive things which, judging upon 
abstract grounds, they had imagined them to be; and the 
result is that the chances of ultimately inducing them to- 
accept the iron road upon a more extended scale are- 
very greatly enhanced. Had the strictest formality been 
observed and reference been made to Peking, it is quite- 
certain that nothing whatever would have been accom- 
plished, and the consequence would have been that am 
admirable chance of effecting material improvement im 
China would have been completely lost. It is not to be 
overlooked in discussing questions of this kind that the 
Chinese officials themselves are quite ready at times to 
stretch a point with a view to the attainment of prac- 
tical ends. Hedged in on all sides hy old traditions, 
they are only too glad occasionally to break through 
the strict letter of their laws; and where they are will- 
ing to do so it would be absurd on our part to sug- 
gest formalities and raise up difficulties against ourselves 
and against the prospects of ultimate progress. A great, 
deal can be done by coming to an understanding with 
local officials, which would, if referred to the Central Go- 
vernment, be at once negatived ; and, as a rule, nothing is 
more likely to lead to the failure of any enterprise in 
China than the adoption of that course. On the other 
hand, we have abundant proof that the Peking authorities 





are not inclined as a rule to look very severely upon what, 
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is done by the local officials when it has once become a fait! 
accompli, unless something occur to bring it forcibly and 
officially to their consideration. 





RAILWAYS IN JAPAN. 

WE have received a copy of a very interesting and valu- 
able report upon the proposed routes for the main trunk 
lines of Railways in Japan, compiled in September last 
yer by Mr. R. Vicars Boye, Engineer in Chief to the 

fapanese Government, It is accompanied by amap, upon 
which the lines of railway proposed, those already staked 
out and those actually completed, are set forth. A glance 
at this sheet suggests Strongly the small amount of railway 
which has been opened compared with what has been sug- 
ested. Mr. BoyLe’s scheme is to establish a grand trunk 
ine through the whole ot the country, namely, from Kobe 
shrougt Kioto, passing through the centre of the country, 
branching out at Uyeda on the north to Niigata, bearing 
south to Tokio. He states that to make railways profit- 
able in Japan a judicious selection and centralisation of 
main trunk lines in the first instance is manifestly desirable; 
and he justly advises that any rivalry of towns or localities 
striving for their own peculiar advantage should be dis- 
couraged in favour of the country at large and with a view 
to the development of the resources of the central districts 
generally, making them conveniently accessible to the 
capitals and sea boards by the most natural and ready 
channels of communication. He considers that the line 
above indicated will meet these conditions and prove 
in all respects, physically, commercially and _politi- 
cally, the best suited to the character and re- 
quirements of the country. The line proposed is divi- 

led_as follows into five divisions, namely, from Tokio 
to Tagasaki 66 miles, Takasaki to Matsunoto 80 miles, 
Matsunoto to Nakatsugawa-yeki 70 miles, the last-named 
place to Kano and Gifu 271, and from Kano to Kioto 74 
miles, making a total length of the line from Tokio to 
Kioto 345 English miles. The branch line from Uyeda to 
Higats will be 150 miles in length. The lines from Kobe 
to Kioto and from Yokohama to Tokio are, as our readers 
are for the most part aware, the only portion of this 
scheme as yet completed ; but the route is staked from 
Kioto to Mai-bara, with a branch north thence to Teuruga, 
and from Maibara to Gifu with a branch south to Miya; 
so that some progress is being made towards carrying out 
the scheme which has been proposed, though it proceeds 
apparently at a somewhat slow pace. It is, however, a 
subject of congratulation to those who have the progress 
of Japan at heart that a definite plan of action has Foon 
laid before the Government, and we trust that it will see 
the advantage of following Mr. Boy.r’s advice, and of 
being careful to subordinate local interests in par- 
ticular lines to the general interests of the conntry 
at large Commencing to introduce railways at the 
present time, Japan has the advantage of many years’ 
experience on the part of other countries ; aud there is no 
doubt, that much injury to the general good of the public 
has repeatedly resulted from railways having been set on 
foot, too much with reference to limited and comparatively 
local interests. If this danger be avoided there seems no 
reason to doubt that railways may be gradually extended 
throughout Japan to the great advantage both of the Go- 
vernment and of the country at large. In conclusion, Mr. 
Boye urges the importance of commencing the ten miles 
extension from Kioto to Otsu on the Biwa Lake—part. of 
the lime to Gifu which, as already mentioned, is now staked 
out—and of sixty-six miles at the proposed trunk line, 
namely from Tokio to Takasaki. ‘This latter he says would 
form a material instalment of the future central trunk line, 
and could be worked with convenience and advantage in 
connection with the open line from Yokohama to Tokio. 
He considers these two lines should be constructed without 
difficulty at a cost of about 5,000,000 yen, or say £1,000,000 
sterling, and adds that, whether considered alone or in con- 
nection with the open lines, there seem to be no other 
districts in Japan where more remuncrative traffic may be 
expected ; nor is it possible that any other two extensions 
of corresponding lengths could be adopted which would 
more surely tell in favour of the two lines already in 
operation.

OPIUM AND TOBACCO. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sim—I cannot agree with your correspondent “In Medio 
Tutissimus” in the remarks which hé makes concerning the 
report of Dr. Ayres, the Colonial Surgeon in Hong Kong, with 
reference to opium-smoking. The statement objected to is that 
“the use of opium in moderation is no more harmful than 
tobacco”—and I cannot see why this assertion should be put 
down as unwarranted, seeing the strong qualification which is to 
be found in the words in moderation. 1 cannot myself help 
thinking, and in fact during many years’ residence in China have 
thought, that this is precisely the “point upon which we have 
never -yet taken the trouble to obtain any reliable information. 
We know a great deal about those Chinese who abuse the drag. 
Dr. Ayres comes forward and tells us some things about those 
who use it and do not abuse it ; and straightway we say he must 
be wrong. It is eid, and no doubt with some plausibility, by 
old China residents, “ We have the evidence of our eyes a8 to 
the perniciousness of opium. We had Chinamen coming into 
and going out of our offices all day loug, and we knew only too 
well the dull, sleepy, listless men, never to be seen before 
twelve or one o'clock in the day, as the opium-smoking Chinamen.” 
True, you knew acertain number of Chinese who took a great 
deal more opium than was good for them, just as one unfortu- 
nately knowsonly too many people at home who pretty well ruin 
themselves by similar vices. But has anybody taken the trouble 
to ascertain much about those who smoke opium within Dr. 
Ayres’s limit, ze, with moderation? Ithiuk I can confidently 
reply that this has not been done. The strong opponents of opium 
have met the point whenever it has been raised by the assertion, 
80 easy to make and so difficult to refute, that it is impossible for 
any one to take opium moderately, and that the use of the 
drag once commenced, the victims are bound to go on until 
they have poisoned themselves. To my mind Dr. Ayres’s 
testimony supplies just the missing link in the chain of 
evidence required to form a just conclusion on the sub- 
ject. He bappens to be in a peculiarly favourable position 
for forming a judgment, having some hundreds of Chinamen to 
watch over at the Hong Kong gaol, of whose habits he can form 
some practical and accurate estimate ; and I cannot see why his 
testimony should not be believed in the main, though I quite 
agree with your observation on the somewhat ill-advised form 
in which his remark is couched. I do not myself think there is 
any more similarity between opium-smoking and tobacco- 
smoking than there is between opium-smoking and opium ea/- 
ing, with which it is popularly confounded here. I can only, in 
conclusion, mention one instance of an opium-smoker to whom 
my attention was many years ago called in China. He was 
compradore in the house to which I went out, and part of my 
duty brought me into daily contact with him. He was an opium- 
smoker, and had been so as long as the memory of man in the 
house in question extended—certainly over twenty years. Well, 
Sir, that old gentleman died, but no more of opium than Harry 
the Fifth died, or was likely to die, for the love of Katherine of 
France. He was something like sixty-five years of age, and within 
a fortnight of bis death was about the most circumspect and clear- 
headed man of busioess with whom I ever came into contact, 
even in China.— Yours faithfully,

SALES OF PIECE GOODS FOR ARRIVAL. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—I fully endorse the remarks which you make with re- 
ference to the extraordinary decision in the Court at Yokohama, 
in the case of Temple Willcox and Co. v. Zensuke, so much 80 
that I should have liked to see them extended, so far aa they 
refer to the effects as to merchantableness of a deviation from 
sample in the articles supplied to fulfil contracts for piece goods. 
There is no question that in the large majority of cases supply- 
ing piece goods of any description of a quality inferior to that 
stipulated for amounts practically to supplying different goods. 
altogether ; and is extremely unfair upon the buyer, as he may 
be quite unable to sell them again at any price whatever. 
This circumstance alone is sufficient to show the ab- 
surdity of the decision that the buyer ought to take de- 
livery even when the quality has been pronounced b; 
his own arbitrator inferior to what was bargained for. t 
may state that Ihave had under my own cognisance strong 
illustrations of the importance which natives both in China au 
Japan attach to particular qualities of goods, and have known 
cases where those really of an inferior quality have sold higher 
than a better class of goods—the one simply being wanted and 
the other not. To offer a purchaser for arrival inferior goods, or 
indeed goods differing in any way materially from those bar- 
gained for, will in most cases completely upset his arrangements, 
and perhaps prevent his having any means whatever of redis- 
posing of them, 

‘The decision which has been given is specially to be regretted 
at the present time. For years past we have been endeavouring 
to eetablish trade with the Japanese upon such a footing that we 
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may be able to sell to them, by sample, goods for arrival, and so 
prevent the needless accumulation of stocks on the Japan markets 
to the loss of importer or manufacturer. The result of the judg- 
ment, if it be not overruled, will be to do away with our chance 
of establishing trade upon this basis, and to bring back the 
heavy stocks and lagging trade of former days.— Your obedient 
servant, Expertentia Docer.

of the way for attaining this end is what a short time back was 
spoken of as if it were an act little short of criminal.—Yours 
faithfully, Progress.

COMBINATIONS IN CHINA.

rience has amply proved that the combinations made by 

‘nese, though no doubt of a serious character, are not by any 
means so formidable as is commonly supposed, and there can be 
very little question that if foreign merchants in China only held 
together a little more they might often put an end to these com- 
binations by simply waiting till the Chinese had had enough of 
them. Lnstead of this, the merchants in China invariably vie 
with one another who shall be the first to break throngh any 
compact which may be come to in such cases, and, as a natural 
@onsequence, the Chinese always gain the day, and the conclusion 
is jumped to that they are simply irresistible. It seems absurd, 
however, to believe that foreign merchants with greater resources 
and capital cculd not, if they set about it in earnest, “see the 
Chinamen out;” but unluckily it seems that business in China ever 
will be conducted as it ever has been, upon those principles of 
unchecked and unmeasured competition which have so long been 
the bane of foreign trade in that country.— Yours faithfully,

THE MALAY STATES. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sin,—I hear many inquiries about the promised Malay Blue- 
book. The Straits Community was long kept in the dark about 
Malay affairs, and Colonists at home, a8 well as many members 
of Parliament, and others who have kept an eye on the proceed- 
ings of our officials in that part of the world, are expressing 
some impatience at the delay in producing the papers. It is 
time that some improvement were made in this matter ; the 
complaint is of old standing. Last year Lord Stanley of 
Alderley, in his speech on the Malay Peninsula, observed that 
the Fiji papers were given to the House of Lords only on the 
day of the debate, the Gambier papers only one clear day before 
the discussion ; the Malay Blue-book, No. 1,111, was delivered 
to members ouly in August, 1875, though purporting on its 
title-page to have been presented July 3lst, 1874, No. 1,320, 
in the same way, which professed to have been laid be- 
fore Parliament in August, 1875, was really not delivered to 
members until the day of the debate on Mr. Noel's motion in 
the House of Commons, May 17, 1876. In short, the general 
Practice seeme to, be to withhold papers until the day or eve of 
a debate, in which case no use can be made of them ; or to with- 
hold them till the sessiou is closed, and then the affair to which 
they relate may be safely considered to have passed into the do- 
main of ancient history. Of course no great public department 
would deliberately resort to such an artitice for the purpose of 
escaping criticism ; but when procrastination is attended with the 
undoubted advantage of couducing to repose, it tends quickly to 
become habitual. Let us trust that the Colonial-office will do 
something to show that it is capable of shaking off a habit which 
has little to recommend it.—Your obedient servant,

PROFESSOR SHELDON AMOS ON HONG KONG. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

Sm,—If the aeconnta which are given in the daily papers. of 
a lecture delivered by Professor Sheldon Anos at the Working 
‘Mens’ College upon our relations with China are correct, a state- 
ment made by that gentleman which, though not entirely un- 
founded, is vevertbeless put in aform eminently calculated to 
mislead, calls for a word of notice. 

Professor Amos is reported to-have said that “Hong Kong, 
since it came into possession of this country, had been converted 
into ahotbed of legalised vice, by which great evil had been 
inflicted upon China.” It is of course impossible to refute a 
statement couched in such general terms ; but I can only say 
first that the licensing of vice in Hong Kong neither did 
nor could in any way affect China’ generally ; secondly, 
that the residents of Hong Kong have always been as 
opposed to the licensing of vice as Professor Amos him- 
self can possibly be ; and lastly, that only one form of vice is 
Iicensed there in the present day ; and this is simply a 
cautionary measure similar to those adopted under the Con- 
tagious Diseases Acts at our own Military stations here. The 
licensing of gambling, which, as the special hobby of a particular 
Governor, was at one time in force, was several years back put 
down, in consequence of the general public opposition.made to 
it ; and sofar as the otber license of the form of vice, is con- 
cerned, though the general feeling is against the system, it is 
deemed, and I think justly, as absolutely necessary at a ‘place 
where a regiment is permanently stationed, and where our 
men of war have to stay for long intervals. —Yours faithfully,

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsurs, June 12. 
Hardly have disturbances in the East attained a decided form, and 
already new clouds are accumulating on the priticat sky to the weat- 


ward ; the late events in the French capital are far from being re- 
garded here, or in any other jart of Germany, with much confidence. 
‘The Government at Berlin also does not appear to trust much in the 
present situation, and being anxious “to be always ready,” has given 
orders that several fortificatory labours on our western boundaries are 
to be finished as speedily aa possible. Thus the new fortitications at 
Cologne will be finished in August, notwithstanding the contracte 
made allowing the contractors the deliverance of their works no sooner 
than the next year. Strassburg is also to be surrounied by one more 
fort ; in short, everything is done here to prevent being overtaken by 
unexpected events, which, in our time, seem tu be the order of the 


ay. 

‘Emperor William, with aconsidorable suite, has visited the city of 
Liegnitz, in Silesia, during the past week, ‘The regiment of grenadiers 
there in garrison, that Emperor's own regiment (Leib Grenadiers), cele- 
brated its sixtieth anniversary of the day on which the Emperor, at that 
time Prince of Prussia, became Commander-in-Chief of the regiment, 
and greut festivals bave taken place on that bebalf, On this occasion 
bis Majesty caught a cold, and the departure to Ems, previously fixed 
on the 14th of this month, was spoken of as to be postponed ; but now 
the Emperor having fully recovered, will part for that bathing place on 
the mentioned date. 

The negotiations with Austria for the conclusion of a new treaty of 
commerce are nut yet resumed, but, as I hear, the Ge man Plenipoten- 
tiaries are guing in the uext days to Vienua. The result of the coming 
negotiations between Germany and Austro-Huvgary are at the same 
time of considerable importance for Great Britain, as these negotiations 
are also the basia of a new treaty botween your Kingdom and Austria. 
‘As I wrote already to you in one of my former letters our free-tradin, 
Government cannot concede with the demands of the Auetrian authori- 
ties, which are asking an increase of the Austrian import duties on iron, 
on textile fabrics, and an abolition or limitation of the so-called refining 
system, consisting of free import of all articles, which after exposure 
to a certain process of washing, bleaching. dyeing, dressing, printiny 
&c,, are again exported in a fixed term. Bismark addressed hiunsel 
directly to the Hungary Cabinet, and threatened in case of acceptance 
of higher import duties with compensatory menstires, viz., increasing 
the import duties on Hungarian wines, 

Prince Bismark is xt present, as you know, at Kissingon (Bavaria), 
and at the same time Lord Odo Russell, the British Ambassador at 
Berlin, has taken his residence there. As I hearalso, Prince Hohenlohe. 
the German Ambassador at Paris, will go to that town during the stay 
of Bismark. 

Herr Baare, an industrial man in the s0-named Rhine province, has 
been sentenced these days of the High Court at Cologne to m 500 and. 
fifty days imprisonment for having offended Horr Cataphausen, the 
Prussian Minister of Finance, asserting this gentleman having said to 
a deputy of iron-men, visiting him at Berlin, “ the iron-establishnents 
in Westphalia may be ruined if they cannot compete with British in- 
dustry after abolishment of the iron-duties.”

From all quarters very satisfactory reports are coming in «bout the 
growing crops; the cornfields almost everywhere look very promis:

Two fearful murders have been committed here of late; in the first 
instance a fireman of the steamship Wega (trading to London) killed 
hie comrade on board of the said steamer ; both having got into a quar- 
rel about a girl, the one drew bis knife, three times stabbed the other, 
instantaneously killing him, and then fled, but was soon arrested. The 
second case, occurring only two days later, was also caused by love; a 
young sculptor had been engaged toa painter's daughter, but this en- 
agement, bad been broken by the futher of the young girl, on the 
ground of the young man having given false accounts about his cir- 
cumstances, Some days ogo the girl's father, returning in the evening 
with his two daughters, was shot twice by the rejected lover, and died 
ah-bour afterwards. The murderer, beingattacked by a commissionary, 
inflicted « fearful wound on the latter, and then fled away, but being 
pursued by a policeman soon fell to the ground, when it was found 
that he had also wounded himself very severely. Both the murderer 
an! the commissionary very likely will not recover, and thus three men 
‘would be killed ina moet barbaric manner. 

The Opposition party to the Government at Copenhagen of late has 
received a severe blow ; its leader for many years, Mr. Hansen, a man 
who enjoyed the highest conficence all through the country, and who 
already had been made a present of a fine building as a mark of esteem 
is party, all of a sudden was discovered to be a defraudant and 

deceiver on a large scale, Hansen was dircctor of the so-called Volks- 

Dank (a saving-bank for the lower classes), had a fine income, and 

‘hitherto never had been asked a balance. But when this was done it 

was found that this man, the ne plus ultra of a gentleman, was nothing, 

else than a mean falsitier of bis books, aiid a cheat. Mr. Hansen died 
toon after this discovery, but his party, indeed, received a severe blow 
y it. 

The Swedish professor Nordenskjold, well known by his two suc- 
cessful voyages up the Kerian Sea to the river Jeniser in Siberia, will 
‘Bot make an oxploitary voyage during this summer, but is preparing 
for a great expedition in 1878 ; the hardy professor not being satistied 
with having given proofs of the possibility of a trade with northern 
Siberia, on his next voyage will try to find his way all along the northern 
const of Asia, and intends to return through Bebring’s Straits and over 
China and East India to Europe. This idea finds much support, and a 
sum of kr.150,000 bas already beeu,snbscribed. The expedition is to 
leave in June 1878. = 

Prinz Frederic Carl, the celebrated German field-marshal and cavalry 
gener, at present is at Stockholm, where he arrived on the 8th inst.,

THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the mouth of May present 
some satisfactory features, and tend to coniirm the impression 
lately held that trade was slightly on the improvement. The 
value of our exports of British and Irish produce for the first 
time for a very long period shows an increase, the total being 
£17,461,139, against £17,055,504 for the same month last year, 
showing an increase of 2 per cont. Compared with 1875, when 
the total was £18,225,152, there is a decrease of 4 per cent. In 
the imports the total was valued at £34,647,682, against 
£29,105,133 in May of last year, showing an increase of 17} per 
cent.; while the increase on the total of £32,346,107 for 
May, 1875, is 7 per cent. The total value of corn imported 
was £3,285,445, against £1,796,860 in the same month last 
year, or an increase of §3$ per cent. The quantity shows 
an increase of only 42} per cent., the wide marzin_be- 
tween the two percentages being due to the war in the East, 
which has lately kept up the price of corn. Amongst the 
general items of export cotton yarn shows no change in quantity, 

ut the value has diminished 3 per cent. ; cotton piece goods 
show an increase of 113 per cent. in quantity, and 8 per cent. 
in value ; linen and jute yarn a decrease of 84 per cent. in 
quantity, but an increase of 2 per cent, in value ! linen piece 

‘oods, an increase of 25} per cent. in quantity and 114 per cent. 
in value ; woollen and worsted yarn have decreased 34 per cent. 
in quantity and 12} per cent. in value ; woollen cloths decreased 
3} per cent. in quantity and 7§ per cent. iu value ; worsted 
stuffs decreased 4§ per cent.-in quantity and 8} per cent. 
in value ; silk manufactures increased 1} per cent. in value ; 
coal, coke, &c., increased 13 per cent. in quantity but 
decreased 8 per cent. in value ; and iron and steel increased 
74 per cent. in quantity and 2} per cent. in value. In 
regard to the imports raw cotton has decreased 33 per 
cent. in quantity and 74 per cent. in value ; raw silk increased 
11§ per cent. in quantity, but as much as 584 per ceut. in value ; 
while the value of silk manufactures has only increased 1} per 
cent. Wool has increased 564 per cent. in quantity and value ; 
flax increased 793 per cent, in quantity and 603 per cent. in 
value ; hemp decreased 23 per cent. in quantity and 21} per 
cent. in value; sugar decreased 5 per cent. in quantity, but in- 
creased 24} per cent. in value ; tea increased 99 per cent, in 
quantity, but only 853 per cent. in value ; coffee increased 13} 
per cent. in quantity, but only 53 per cent. in value ; cocoa de- 
creased 39% ot cent. in quantity and 45 per cent. in value; 
rice increased 103 per cent. in quantity and 118 per cent. in value ; 
‘wine decreased 143 per cent, in quantity, but only 3 per cent. 
in value ; and tobacco increased 5} per cent, in quantity, but 
only 2§ per cent, in value. The imports of iron and steel pana. 
factures show a decrease of 7 per cent. in the quantity, but the 
value has diminished only 14 per cent.

GENERAL SHIPPING NEWS. 

‘Tas Sues Carat.—The traffic returns of the Sues Canal Company 
in the month of May last, and in the same month of the two preceding

ranean entrance of the Canal bes been reduced to twenty fect, thus 
obstructing the passage of ships of greater draught, is contradicted 
in an official telegram, in which it is stated that the depth of the Canal 
throughout is 26ft. 3in., and that the least depth of water st the Medi- 
terranean end is 27ft. 3in. There is a report current that the Eng- 
lish Government are in negotiation for the of the territorial 
righte of the Sultan and the Khedive over the canal, ite benks, and ite 


approaches. 

‘Surrs Denamep vor Surver.—A Parliamentary return has been 
issued, showing the total number of ships ordered to be detained sinoe 
the commencement of the Act 89 and 40 Victoria, distinguishing be- 
tween those oases in which the ships were found safe or unsafe. From 
this return we perceive that the number of shipe detained on account 
of alleged defects in buli, equipments, or machinery has been 82, of 
which 81 were found unsafe, and in the other case the survey is pend- 
ing. The number of vessels ordered to be detained on account of 
alleged overloading or improper loading has been 23, and all of them 
were found to be unsafe. 

‘Tas Care Matt Servic—A new screw steamship, to be added to 
the Union Company's fleet, and to be employed in the Cape of Good 
Hope and Natal mail service, has been launched from Mr. James Laing’s 
yard st Sunderland. She is named the Durben, in honour of the 
colony of Natal, Durban being the principal port of thet colony. Tho 
lending dimensions of the vessel are as follow :—Length, 860f5 
breadth, 38ft.; depth, 81t.; and gross tonnage about 3,000 tons.
